This morning about 75 farmers 


came into Cottage <5rove from 
the 


surrounding country to learn the 
extent of the robbery. Many of the 
farmers had bonds . and securities 
stored in the vault and there was 
great relief when it was fonnd that 
the robber* had been unsuccessful. 


When the robbery -was discovered 


it was found that the' outer door of 
the vault had been jammed so that 
it was impossible, to-get - info the 
vault.

Challenge to Dishonest Wealth 
i S President Harrison said: "Each citizen 
At 
has a personal interest, a pecuniary in- 


terest, in the tax return-of'his-neighbor. We 
are members -of a great partnership, and it i« 
the right of each to know •what every other 
member is contributing to the partnership and 
what he is taking from it." I 'challenge dis- 
honest wealth and the dishonest tax-dodger, 
cither speaking for himself or an official ser- 
vant speaking for him, to meet successfully the 
prophetic words and warning, the logic, and the 
justice of the plea of President Harrison. 


No honest tax return need fear public- 


ity, and it is only the(rcturn made by the 
man or corporation that evades the law 
that needs the veil of secrecy drawn to 
shut out from public view the fraud and 
the cheat. 
I did not put the case too strongly, io my 


message to the legislature a year ago, when I 
said that the secrecy clause "paralyzes govern- 
ment, invites perjury and renders sovereignty 
helpless." 


Information Cannot Be Obtained 


B 


ECAUSE of the secrecy clause, I can give 


no information re;rarding the frauds that 


have been practiced, or the tax-dodging that 
has been going on. The Tax Commission can- 
not divulge it to mo or to anyone else. The' 
legislature has no right under the present law 
to ascertain or know the facts until you repeal 
the secrecy clause. 


I may obtain, or you may obtain a statement 


from tho Tax Commission that they have ex- 
amined so many corporation returns, and have 
suceeded in collecting hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, because of either fraudulent, deceptive, 
or incorrect returns. The Tax Commission can 
inform you that one corporation withheld1 in- 
come of $1,700,000 -but they cannot give you 
the name of the corporation or any information 
that will aid you; they can inform you that 
in some instances doable books of account have 
been kept; they can inform you as to the gross 
amount of income that has been withheld, and 
the amount of taxes withheld, so far as they 
have been able to make an investigation'but be- 
yond that, they can divulge no information that 
affords any opporunity, either for ' you as a 
legislature' or for any other official, to know 
or to ascertain the facts regarding nearly 
-1-1,000 e»rporatioa income.tax returns and the 
thousands of individual tax returns. 


It is true that m a court action brought for 


certain purposes, the Commission'may divulge 
information eontajaed in the returns; But 
dearly; the state and the tax. payers cannot 
commence nearly 14,000 lawsuits against cor- 
porations and thousands of lawsuits .against 
individuals annually, in order to ascertain, the 
information contained in returns. To bring 
such lawsuits is wholly impractical; it would 
involve the expenditure of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars of the taxpayers' money; it 
•would be an utter waste in a, great majority of 
the cases, for before such proceedings could be 
pressed to the point where they would Be use- 
ful, even the centuries would be passing by, 
because each year necessitates a new crop of 
lawsuits equal to the - total number of crooked 
corporation and individual returns^ But first of 
all, 
before . any suit may be commenced, the 


state's attorney must have the information now 
under secrecy in the office of the assessors or 
the Tax Commission, and such officers and -the 
Commission cannot furnish any such informa- 
tion. 


A mere statement of -tie proposition refutes 


any contention that the present law affords the 
public protection. 


Fraudulent Income Retain Criminal 


F 


RAUDULENT income tax returns have all 


the elements of crime against the state. 


The la*w makes the criminal acts of all crim- 
inal a matter of "public record. The honest in- 
come taxpayer has nothing to fear from pub- 
licity while cm the other hand, the tax dodger_ 
and the criminal profiteer may well fear pub- 
licity. » 


The honest taxpayer should be pro- 


tected; the criminal tax-dodgers and prof- 
iteers should have the light of publicity 
throirn upon them. The secrecy clause, 
penalizes the honest taxpayer, and rewards 
the criminal 
profiteer and tax-dodger.' 


Why should the honest taxpayer be pen- 
alized; why should he be further taxed to 
hire ii»p«tors and auditors, and institute 
an espionage system in order to ferret out 
the fraud and cheat of the dishonest and 
the criminal tax-dodger? 
If the income tax returns -were open to public 


inspection, the dishonest tax-dodger would hesi- 
tate to lay bore a fraud or a cheat on the go-v- 
entment; he would know that he would *e de- 
tected.

President Harrison said, the preservation of 
their wealth, depends upon their fuH contribu- 
tion to tho burdens of taxation'and the expense 
of government. 


Real Property Return* Public 


IT might well.be suggested that the returns 
* of other property, real and personal, of the 
farmers, of the merchants, of the bankers, of 
all business men, are subject to public inspec- 
tion, and no harm has ever come to any indi- 
vidual because of that publicity. Great good 
has come therefrom in equalizing assessments. 
Besides, the state has not bean put to the ex- 
pense of employing auditors and inspeuiois to 
ferret out any attempted cheat or fraud regard- 
ing the assessment of real or personal property. 


All income taxpayers are not fchonest. No 


doubt the greater majority of them are honest 
and scrupulous in making out their returns; 
they arc conscious of their duty to -their state; 
they know that the perpetuity of our institu- 
tions depends upon their patriotic devotion to 
the obligations of citizenship. 


Righteousness and justice demand that that 


great majority of income taxpayers, be they 
individuals or corporations, should be protect- 
ed ogainst the criminal, tho .unpatriotic, and 
tho disloyal tax-dodger and profiteer. Taxation 
should be made honest taxation, equitable tax- 
ation, and full publicity is necessary to meet 
not only the pnblic demands, but the demands 
of justice, of right, and of honesty. 


Auditors and Inspectors Expensive 


I 


T has. been argued, it may be argued that if 


tho state is losing taxes through fraud or 


cheat, ths Tax Commission has power to appoint 
auditors and inspectors to check and correct 
the returns. It is true that the -Tax Commis- 
sion has such power. It is also true that in- 
spectors and auditors must be paid for their 
services, and if the state, through its repre- 
sentatives, desires to appropriate several hun- 
dred thousand dollars of the honest taxpayers' 
money to ferret out the dishonesty and the 
fraud that has been ' practiced, the legislature 
has • perfect right to so legislate; but such 
extravagant'and useless waste of the people's 
money cannot be justified,Jwhen the end' desired 
will be substantially met through publicity. 
The state is already compelled-to hire too-many . 
inspectors to look after law-breakers. Breaking 
tho-law should-be-made-unprofitable; " 


America's Experience With Secrecy Clans* 


I 


T may be asked: How will'publicity, promote 


an honest return? I have'pointed, out that 


a man will hesitate to lay bare, a fraud, when 
he knows that his neighbor —similarly situated, 
and engaged in the same competitive, business 
-—will- be anxious -to • know that he is contrib- 
uting toward his just proportion toward'the ex- 
penses of that comimmity and the state. 


. But we have had some experience in this 


. country, to which I deaire to e»n yonr at- 
tention, regarding the effectiveness of pub- 
licity. There was a federal income tax-law 
in Civil War days; an income tax returns 
were .snbject to public inspection and 'fall 
publicity until .1870. In 1870 the tax-dodg- 
ers and profiteers of Civil War days, de- 
siring to escape their just share of the har- 
dens of government, succeeded in writing 
into the federal law a secrecy clause. The 
result was that the number of retnrns\«Je- 
creascd nearly 25%, and no donbt the 
amount of taxes paid decreased likewise. 
In 1870, the last year of poblicity, the num- 
ber of income returns sbowiug^income* 
over $2000 wag 94,887; in 1871, when pub- 
licity was prohibited, the number fell to 
74,000, and in 1872 f ell to 72,000, or a total 
falling off of income returns for those two 
years of orer 22,000. 


In the state of North Carolina, when the 


income tax returns under tbe state law 
were published, the tax eoUeetkms more 
thaa doubled. These facts cannot be dis- 
puted, and no honest nun can deny -thst 
the only deduction! to be made therefrom 
are that publicity promotes honesty, and 
defeat* fr»nd and deception. 


Number of Corporation Retnrns 


THE Tax Commission advises me that there 


t listed in Wisconsin 13,900 corporations, and 


that their experience for the last tree years in- 
dicates that approximately half, of these cor- 
porstion* show taxable income. The corpora- 
tions showing taxable income may be roughly 
classified into two groups: Those showing less 
than $5,000 net income, and those showing more 
than <S,000 net income. Approximately 4,200 
corporations faH into the first group, and 2,600 
corporations into the second group, or a -total 
of approximately 6,800 corporations showing 
taxable income. Of th« first group, or those 
showing a net income of less than $5,000, it is - 
safe to estimate that about 1,500 have made 3n-^ 
correct returns; and of file second group— 
those-ihaving net incomes of over $5,000—1^00 
have failed to make correct returns, making a 
total of 3,300 corporations whose incomes are 
incorrect. 


The Commission also advises me .that ap- 


proximately 7,000 corporations in the state, in- 
cluding- farmers' cooperative companies and the 
(mailer business corporations, would produce 
ao additional income tax. 
-" ,. 


It is therefore perfectly safe to suggest that 


fnnn 3,000 to 3,300 corporation retains -win 


show additional income taxes, due to either 
fraudulent or incorrect returns.

Number Audited in One Year 


T 


HE Tax Commission also'informs me that 


. A, r for 'the-.year 1921 two field auditors aud- 
ited 55 corporations. Since it takes two field 
auditors to audit-55 corporations in one year, 
it ,will take two auditors, worldng- constantly, 
55'years to au'dit the"3,000'corporations. The 
audit made was for three years • only,'as the 
law does not permit the Commission to go back 
more than three years. If the audit were made 
for six years,,It'is fair to estimate that it will 
take two auditors 100 years to.audit the books 
of the 3,000 corporations. Auditors must be 
trained acountants, and the demand for trained 
accountants .is' so • great that the salary of a 
trained accountant is large, , The salary and. ex- 
penses of the two field auditors of the Com- 
mission 'last year amounted to $9,000, or an 
average cost, of . ?17'5 "for each corporation 
auditedj which would make the cost of auditing 
3,000 corporations $625,000 for a three-year 
audit. 


As each year goes by, there is another crop 


of 3,000 corporations to be audited, and thus by 
adding annually the additional necessary audits, 
it clearly appears that the task is, so great that 
it -becomes almost insurmountable. With the 
secrecy clause, experience has shown that it is 
impossible' to collect the' tax due the muncipal- 
ities ' and the state, and if they are to be effi- 
cienly collected, it will require an extravagantly 
expensive army of inspectors and auditors, 
establishing an espionage system -wholly un- 
necessary and extremely distasteful to honest 
men- 


Additional Income Taxes Collected 


THE two auditors, in auditing 55 corpora- 


tions, added in the one year a net general 


income tax of $271,632.42, of which the state 
receives 10 per cent and the municipalities and 
counties 90 per cent; they added an additional 
soldiers' bonus tax of ?84,%2.10; an additional 
educational bonus tax of $38,282.28; and an 
additional11 teachers' retirement fund ,tax of 
$9,185.42, or a total additional tax of $404,- 
062.22, on the basis of three years. For the 
months of January and February of this year, 
the field-auditors of the Commission have found 
additional income taxes amounting to ?133,- 
492.92. . 
; 
' 


The Tax Commission, through the office audit, 


with a very 'small force, have added additional 
income taxes for the year 1921 of $351,529.73. 


The experience thai we have had in the last 


fourteen 'months on *jjditing.^income tax re- 
turns, both''field and~ 5JBce"'aVdit3,'has netted 
the municipalities and the ,'state $900,370,73. 
If the 3,000 corporation'-/returns could have 
been audited, instead of the very: few, audited,— 
far below a- hundred—fqr^six years, instead of 
three, .it is fair to assume.-that, the soldier's 
bontif fund, the spldjers'" educational bonus 
fund, the teachers', retirement- fund, -the coun- 
ties and the municipalities^ wouTcU receive addi- 
tional revenue amounting to'millions of dol- 
lars.

Statute of Limitations 


I 


FEEL that it should-only .be necessary to call 
your attention to the three-year'limitation, 


and the injustice thereof, to convince you that 
such statute of limitations'-, should not prevail 
with respect to income tax returns. The gen- 
eral, statute of limitations on claims is six 
years. Where a return is made with intent to 
evade the1 law, and-where it was fraudulent and 
willful, there should be ,nq statute of limita- 
tions. Fraud vitiates .everything. The man- or 
corporation that has committed, a fraud against 


a statute'of limitations. 


Generally speaking, a statute of limitations 


'never runs against the state, unless it id so 
expressly provided. The men and corporations 
that profited out of the late war, by reason of 
the war, should not be permitted to escape 
paying taxes that are justly due the commun- 
ity. 
The three-year limitation lets the dishon- 


est war profiteer go free. 


Therefore the statute should be amended so 


that the Tax 
Commission may go back six: 


years, instead of three, and a new section 
should be created, provided that when the re- 
turns are fraudulently made with an intent to 
evade the- law, the Commission shall go back 
and make an assessment for all'years when, a 
fraudulent return was made. 
> 


Transfer and Appropriation 


T 


HE Emergeny. Board, having had presented 


to them the proper request and proper in- 


formation, sometime ago transferred,from the 
soldiers' educational bonus fund to the- Tax 
Commission $40,000 for defraying the expens- 
es of administering the surtax under the sol- 
diers' educational bonus law, as provided by 
said law. It appeared to the Emergency Board 
that a far greater sum than that transferred 
wou^> accrue to the educational bonus fund; 
and while they understand the fact that in 
making the audits and administering the bonus 
fund, the audit so made would automatically 
redound to the credit of other funds, the-Emer- 
gency Board had no power to apportion the 
cost of tbe additional auditors. 
t 


I therefore recommend that the ?40,000, 


transferred 
from 
the soldiers' educational 


bonus fund, be repaid to the bonus fond out of 
the general fund, and that an appropriation be- 
made to the Tax Commission in lieu of the 
transfer, and 'that in making such appropria- 
tion, provision should be made that each of the 
funds—namely, the soldiers' bonus fund, the 
soldiers' educational bonus fund, the teachers' 
retirement fund, and the general fund—should 
bear'the expense of such audits in proportion 
to the benefits accruing therefrom. It would 
be unfair as a permanent policy to place the 
burden upon any of the special funds, when 
large benefit accrues to all the funds; and it is 
fair-that each bear.its share, according to the 
.benefits accruing to the respective funds. 


Loss to Soldiers' Bonus Funds 


G 


ENTLEMEN, the^ legislation to,which 1 
"have called your attention, in the call 


should not-be delayed. Each year that goes, by 
means the lost of income taxes -for aH the years 
preceding the three-year limitation. While the 
state is spending money in making audits, the 
returns can be audited for six years, at the 
time--they are now being audited for uiree 
years, at a greatl saving of. time and expense.1 


If another year goes by, hundreds of thousands 
of dollars-T^if act millions—may be lost to the 
state, and particularly to the municipalities of 
the state, and to the bonus fund for'the ser- 
vice men who gave their time, who were denied- 
opportunities at home, and who offered up their 
lives if need be, for their country. We need 
every .dollar to wk:ch the soldiers' bonus fund 
and the soldiers' educational bonus fund are 
entitled. The unjustifiable neglect of the Fed- 
eral . Government to come to the assistance of 
the service men in a time of need demands that 
the respective states discharge obligations 
which the Federal Government owes but has 
failed to discharge. Nor should one dollar be 
lost to the teachers' retirement fund. 


Neglect and delay that will bring loss of 


funds righty belonging to the soldiers' bonus 
fund and the soldiers' educational bonus fund 
cannot be justified. Failure of the people's 
representatives to discharge an obligation to 
the respective commui-.tips and. municipalities, 
that means the loss of millions to such munici- 
palities, is unthinkable. I afford you gentle- • 
men the opportunity to cooperate with roe in 
giving relief to the honest taxpayer, and to let 
the dishonest taxpayer know once and for all, 
that it.is his duty to the state and his feljowmen 
to make correct'returns and that "honesty is the 
best policy;" so, that an expensive audit of his 
returns will be necessary in the future. 


The Issue Involved 


I 


AM pleading for an honest system of taxa- 
tion. I protest against extravagance, and 


the useless expenditure of the public funds. 


A repeal of the secrecy clause means 


greater economy. Publicity -will protect the 
honest income tax payer against those who 
fail to make an honest return and fail to 
pay an honest tax. 
The very first essential to an equitable destri- 


bution of the tax burdens is publicity. The 
chosen representatives of the people cannot 
longer blink sk tbe fact that millions of dollars 
of taxes have been fraudulently withheld, and I 
would be recreant in my oath and my duty, in 
the light of fourteen months' experience, if I 
deferred another year the demand for protection 
to the honest taxpayer. 
. I will not look with favor upon any appropria- 
tion, involving now and in the years to come, the 
spending of hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
the establishment of an espionage system, that 
otherwise can be prevented if we repeal the se- 
crecy clause. 


The single issue is: Shall we make taxation 


public, and honest, or shall we establish an ex- 
travagant espionage system, through inspectors 
and auditors ? 


I urge honest taxation, through publicity 


of our public business, and I oppose tbe 
secrecy and darkness that protects the dis- 
honest and criminal tax-dodger. 
An ex- 


travagant and expensive espionage throcgh 
auditors and inspectors does not meet the 
issue today, nor the prophetic vision of for- 
mer President Harrison of a quarter of a 
century, ago. 
Any attempt ma.de to protect or preserve the 


secrecy clause or hedge about income tax re- 
turns to prevent full publicity, will not meet the 
public demand; it wjll accomplish no good pur- 
pose, and it will result only in permitting the 
dishonest to continue to escape his obligation to 
t}ie government. 
. 
" 


Some have been unkind enough to charge that 


I am trying to make it a partisan issue. Not so. 
I am trying to prevent it. Only defeat of the 
public demand for honesty, economy,'. and fair 
dealing in government c an raise such an issue. 


I entreat you to approach this matter with ai 


open mind; to be just to the masses of men wht, 
toil in honest sweat. Let us be admonished 
again and again that "the blessings of a free 
government can only be maintained by. a firm 
adherence to justice, moderation, temperance, 
frugality, and virtue, and by frequent recurrence 
to fundamental principles." The constitution CD- " 
joins upon me to "take care that the laws be 
faithfully executed." I *sk yonr assistance. 
Without it, I am helpless to enforce the collec- 
tion of the income taxes. 
• u 
The expense of this special session, therefore, 


should be under $8,000. The amount that will 
accrue to nrmricipzilities, to the state, and to the 
soldiers' bonus funds, if the legislation recom- 
mended is adopted, will ran into the minions. 
One year's interest on the amount withheld each 
year will pay the expenses of this special ses- 
sion many times.

On that occasion Senator Husting said: 
"I say from the point of view of effi- 


ciency, from the point, of view of raising 
enough revenue, from the point of view 
of making a man pay what fairly and 
justly he ought to pay, you ought to make 
these returns a matter of public record 
so that men will make fair returns of 
their income tax and pay what the law 
requires and which in all good conscience 
they ought to pay." 


It was in 1916 that Senator Paul Hust- 


ing carried on a fight in the United 
States senate for publicity of income tax 
returns as a fundamental need of democ- 
racy.

The evasion of income taxes' has be- 


come a matter of such common knowl-

The i 
"u. S. government has employed an army 
cf income tax a^^d^tors• who are turned on 
the country each year with the knowledge 
that income tax returns have been fraud- 
ulently made. In a speech on' Nov. 5, 
1921. 
Senator Simmons. of the -senate 


finance committee said that the estimates 
were that $230.000,000 would be obtained 
us -back income taxes for the fiscal-year 
1922 and 8300,000.000 for the fiscal year

With such a background, progressives 


in Wisconsin have taken up the question

CONDITIONS IN AUSTRIA 


[To the Editor]—In 19'20 when the people of 


Austria were .threatened with starvation the 
people of the United States went to their ^rescue 
by' advancing them a loan of $24,000,000'with 
which to buy American wheat. As security for 
this loan our Treasury, department later took 
a mortgage on all the Austrian state assets-mud 
revenues.. On account of the general after-war 
conditions in Europe-the plight.'of the Austrian 
people is now, if anything, worse than it was 
before. The state is .threatened with' a total 
financial collapse and there is grave .danger of' 
a social upheaval. ,.

The other European states realize the ser- 


iousness of th« situation and, at a meeting: of 
th'e Allied Premiers held'several months ago in 
London, a plan for the financial rehabilitation 
of Austria was adopted on the recommendation 
of a committee of experts of the League of Na- 
tions.

Horace GreeleySaid Secrecy Was Plan Conceived By Tax Dodgers 


Back in 1806, Horace Greeley, the rugged old 


editor of the New York Tribune had the- follow-, 
ing to say on the publicity of income tax r«- 
turns: 


The Evening Post has a Washington dispatch 


which say's: "The Committee on Ways ' and 
Means have agreed to an amendment of, the tax 
bill providing that lists of income shall not be' 
published nor furnished for publication, but 
they shajl. be open to private inspection at the 
office of the 'collector." 


We would like to believe .this, untrue. 
We^ 


believe, that publicity given to the returns of 
income submitted by individuals to.: tax gather- 
ers has already put millions of dollars into, the 
Treasury and gone far toward equalizing the' 
payments of the income tax by rogues with that 
of honest'men and saved thousands from being 
imposed upon and swindled by false pretenses 


of solvency and wealth, made on purpose to in-., 
cur debts, preordained never to be paid.1 The 
knaves who soughf credit on assumption of 
wealth belied by their' returns of incomes, of 
course, hate publicity given to those returns; 
but why should aay/honest man seek to pass for 
any- more (or IO.BB) than" he is worth? 


The poke-noae permission to peep privately 


into the returns nullifies every excuse for inter- 
dicting their.-pub'Iica'tion.. If a thing is fit to be 
known at all, it 'Should be accurately known, 
not only to those who • may take special pains 
to become acquainted with it but to' aach and all. 


We learn that the-.publishing of the list of 


income taxpayers in,this city, agSinst which 
there has been so. much absurd outcry, is likely 
to prove beneficial to the revenue as well as to 
the consciences of''some 'of our "best citizens." 
Already, as we understand,-"considerable sums 
have been returned to the assessors and paid 


to the collectors by persons who have discovered 
"errors" in their original returns of incomes 
sin«e the publication of the lists referred to, 
and assessors have received valuable informa- 
tion in reference to the incomes o'f some gentle- 
men wbovshould but have not yet amended their 
returns. 
The penalties .for false or fraudulent 


returns are, first, an assessment of double the 
amount sought to be evaded, and, second, a 
fine not to exceed $1,000, or imprisonment rot 
exceeding one year, or both, at the discretion 
of the court. • It is presumed that al! persons 
who on reading the printed lists discover that 
they have made mistakes in their returns n; 
their annual "gains, profits, or incomes," would 
be rible to adjust any little difference between 
themselves and the Public Treasury with great- 
er facility by calling voluntarily upon the as- 
sessors of their'respective districts 
than, by 


taking the risk of'being waited upon by those 
officers.
